It  will  be  observed  there  is  a  large  increase  in  the. 
number  of  In-patients.  For  1927  the  number  was  944  which 
was  then  a  record.  The  number  for  1928  is  1129  and  the 
daily  average  of  In-patients  through  the  year  63-6  against 
54-5  in  the  previous  year. 
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The  number  of  beds  in  the  Hospital  has  been  increased 
in  recent  years  from  53  to  70.  It  is  scarcely  possible,  and 
indeed,  is  not  desirable,  to  add  to  this  number.  On  many 
occasions  however,  there  have  been  over  70  In-patients,  as 
urgent  cases  have  to  be  admitted  if  possible.  This  entails 
the  arranging  of  temporary  beds,  and  it  adds  to  the 
difficulties  of  the  Matron  and  Staff  to  work  the  Hospital  in 
such  conditions  of  high  pressure.  Were  more  space  avail¬ 
able  the  Hospital  could  at  once  enlarge  the  scope  and 
usefulness  of  its  work. 

Included  in  the  number  of  In-patients  were  77  cases 
of  persons  injured  by  motor  cars.  If  the  average  cost  per 
patient  is  applied  to  these  cases,  an  additional  expenditure 
of  at  least  £ 500  is  shown  to  have  been  incurred. 

The  work  of  the  Dispensary  Department  has  been  up 
to  the  average,  but  the  Casualties  treated  show  a  large 
increase. 

The  Rontgen  Ray  Department  and  the  Ultra  Violet 
Ray  Clinics  again  show  increases,  and  the  benefit  obtained 
by  patients  in  the  latter  has  been  most  satisfactory. 

The  Board  are  pleased  to  report  that  the  General 
Nursing  Council,  after  a  further  visit  of  inspection  by  the 
Chairman  of  the  Committee,  have  renewed  the  provisional 
recognition  of  the  Hospital  as  a  full  Training  School  for 
Nurses  till  June,  1929,  when  it  is  hoped  the  recognition  will 
be  a  complete  one.  During  the  year  two  of  the  Probationers 
have  passed  the  Final  Examination  held  by  the  Council. 
The  thanks  of  the  Board  are  again  due  to  the  members  of 
the  Hon.  Medical  Staff,  the  House  Surgeons  and  Matron 
for  the  attention  they  have  given  to  the  preparation  of  the 
Probationers  for  their  Examinations. 

New  Hospital. 

The  large  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  which  has 
been  referred  to,  and  the  growing  number  waiting  to  be 
admitted,  make  the  provision  of  a  New  Hospital  more  than 
ever  urgent.  About  ^24,000,  one  fifth  of  the  amount 
required,  has  been  given  or  promised. 
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If  people  in  the  Town  and  surrounding  Districts  served 
by  the  Hospital  could  be  made  to  realise  the  need,  the 
requisite  amount  would  doubtless  soon  be  provided. 

The  Board  regret  deeply  the  loss  by  death  of  the  Rev. 
Canon  O’Connell,  Mr.  W.  Farside,  and  Mr.  W.  Glaisby 
who  had  all  taken  a  keen  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Institution. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Daniel  has  felt  obliged  to  resign  his  position 
as  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  which  he  has  held 
for  many  years,  owing  to  his  frequent  absence  from  Scar¬ 
borough.  Whilst  the  Board  much  regret  losing  his  services 
as  Chairman,  they  are  pleased  to  know  he  is  still  willing  to 
remain  a  member  of  the  Board.

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The  increase  of  ^19 3  in  the  amount  of  collections  is  in 
a  large  part  due  to  the  organization  of  “  Hospital  Sunday  ” 
b}7  the  Interdenominational  Union. 

The  item  “Patients’ Donations ”  includes  ^"533  16s.  7d., 
amounts  received  from  Approved  Societies  who  have 
adopted  “  Hospital  Benefit ’’  in  respect  of  their  members, 
and  it  is  entirely  owing  to  these  contributions  that  the 
large  increase  of  ^£343  has  been  realised. 

By  the  kindness  of  Viscount  Downe  and  Lord  Derwent, 
the  Grounds  at  Wykeliam  Abbey  and  Hackness  Hall  were 
open  one  day  every  week  during  the  summer  months  at  a 
small  charge,  which  was  made  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Hospital,  and  the  Board  desire  to  express  their  thanks  for 
this  kindness,  which  was  appreciated  by  many,  and  resulted 
in  substantial  benefit  to  the  funds.
